BERLIN 60 CENTS 


BERLIN, via London, Jan. 26.—At a 
meeting of the National Potato Grow- 
ers and Dealers’ Association it was an- 
nounced that the Government had 
agreed to raise the maximum producers’ 
price of potatoes to 4 marks ($1) a hun- 
dredweight. The present price is 2 
marks and, 75 pfennigs per hundred- 
weight. 


Potatoes in St. Louis are selling, in 
carload lots, according to today's quota- 
tions, at from 98 cents to $1.04 per bush- 
ei. The quality bringing $1.04 here is the 
Same for which producers in Germany 
are permitted to ask a cent a pound, 
there being 60 pounds of potatoes to a 
bushel. 

Potatoes sell here at retail at from 
$1.35 to $1.40 for the best quality, where- 
as in Germany, allowing for the usual 
futermediary profits, they probably will 
bring under the new wholesale scale of 
prices from 8 to 5 cents.

NO RECEPTION FOR 
PRESIDENT HERE 


Part. of Program ‘of Business 
Men’s League Canceled by 
Secretary Tumulty. 


SECOND SPEECH UNLIKELY 


President of Wilson Club Pro- 
tests Against Executive Being 
Heard by “‘Chosen Few.” 


President Wilson does not wish to 
appear at a public reception at the time 
of his visit to St. Louls, on the morn- 
ing of Thursday, Feb. 3. This was made 
known in a telegram from Secretary 
Tumulty, received this morning by 


James E. Smith, head of the Business 
Men's League committee in charge of 
receiving the President. 

This leaves the breakfast, in the Plant- 
ers Hotel, to be attended by some 600 
members of the league, as the only 
scheduled appearance of the President 
during his stay in St. Louis. He will 
make a preparedness speech at this 
breakfast. An attempt is being made 
by Democratic leaders to arrange for a 
seeond speech, in some large downtown 
hall or theater, if there is not time to 
go to the Coliseum. Nothing has been 
done as to this plan by Smith’s com- 
mittee. 

Secretary Tumulty’s Telegram. 

Secretary Tumulty's telegram 
Smith said: 

Please make no arrangements for 

a reception, as receptions of every 

kind have been eliminated at all 

cities to be visited by the President. 

Smith explained to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter the course which had been fol- 
lowed in making the arrangements thus 
far, and why the committee had no’, 
in the last two days, tried to arranpe 
for a public address by the Presidert. 

Smith called attention to the fact that 
the President had asked that he be not 
disturbed in his car at Union Station 
until 9 a. m. As he leaves for the east 
at 1 p. m., the time of his stay down- 
town will not be much more than 8 
hours, and with the speech, and tha 
delays and interferences which occur ar 
such times, Smith believes the break- 
fast will take up a large part of that 
time. 

Smith said that last Friday, before the 
time schedule of the President’s stay 
here had been received and when it 
was hoped that he could spend ali 
day here, he sent Secretary Tumulty 
a set of suggestions for alternative 
arrangements, from which the Presi- 
dent might choose. He suggested 
that the President might speak at a 
banquet at night, to business men, 
or that he might address 10,000 to 
12,000 persons in the Coliseum, or 
that he might speak at the Odeon, 
where 2000 could be accommodated 
and where everyone in the building 
could be sure of hearing. He sug- 
gested that there might be a midday 
luncheon and a public address 82 
night. 

Hotel Breakfast Plan Approved. 

The next day he was notified in a 
telegram that the President would be 
here in the morning only. He wired, 
suggesting the Planters Hotel break- 
fast, and got an answer accepting 
this arrangement. He said he took 
this to mean that the other plans, 
suggested in his letter, were not ac- 
cepted. 

Smith later sent a telegram proposing 
a reception after the breakfast, and the 
reply to this letter was Tumulty's tele- 
gram of this morning, asking that plans 
for a reception be dropped. 

Smith said he was informed, when in 
Washington recently, that President 
Wilson had said he would never speak 
in the .St. Louis Coliseum again. He 
spoke there late in the 1912 campaign, 
and because of his hoarseness and of 
the continuous entry of marching clubs 
during his speech, he was unable to 
make himself heard by any except those 
near th) platform. This gave him an 
unfavorable impression of the Coliseum 
as a speaking place.

PROVIDENCHE, R. I., 
State rested today in tHe 
Mrs. Elizabeth F. Mohr and 
groes, Cecil Brown and Henry Spell- 
man, charged with the murder of the 
woman’s husband, Dr. C, Franklin 
Mohr, Aug. 31 last. By the testimony 
of more than 60 witnesses, the prose- 
cution attempted to prove the negroes 
shot the physician at the instigation 
of Mrs. Mohr. 

After the State rested, Arthur Cush- 
ing moved that the indictment against 
Mrs. Mohr be dismissed because it was 
at variance with the evidence. The mo- 
tion was denied. 

Mrs. Mohr to Go on Stand. 

Counsel stated that Mrs. Mohr would 
go on the stand in her own defense. 

Cushing, outlining the defense for Mrs. 
Mohr, said: 

“The evidence will show that Dr. Mohr 
was a faithless and cruel husband and 
a worthless citizen, perhaps. We are 
not going to attempt to work the so- 
called ‘unwritten law.“ 

Cushing declared there was a dispute 
over property and that Mrs. Mohr was 
desirous of regaining property she had 
been coerced into ee to the doctor 
in May, 1913. He added: — 

„Mrs. Mohr will go on the wend and 
tell you of these things. 

“We will show you that Mrs. Mohr 
was uneasy of mind because ehe had an 
injunction to prevent the doctor from 
dissipating his property or giving it to 
Miss Burger. 

It is true that Mrs. Mohr was jealous 
of her husband. She loved him in spite 
of long and untold abuse, but she hoped 
for a reconcilHation some day and never 
had any murderous intent against him. 
Dr. Mohr was a man of charming per- 
sonality and was kind and generous 
when he wanted to be. Mrs. Mohr 
wished to preserve his life, not destroy

Says Doctor Beat Wife. 

The attorney said that the doctor mar- 
ried the defendant in Brooklyn on June 
16, 1903, and in the spring of 1900 he gave 
her a terrible beating. He added: 

“He told her to go out of the house, 
telling her she was not his wife; that 
she could not prove a marriage as there 
was no record of the ceremony and that 
the man who had performed it was 
dead. There was a reconciliation later 
and the doctor and Mrs. Mohr went to 
Lynn, where a marriage ceremony was 
performed again by a Justice of the 
Peace. Upon their return to Providence 
Dr. Mohr became unfaithful and asso- 
ciated with other women, including Miss 
Emily Burger.“ 

A letter written by Mohr to his wife 
in which he threatened to kill her if she 
appeared at his Providence home, would 
be put in evidence declared Cushing. 

We will show you, he said, that 
Mrs. Mohr appealed to Mr. Rooks to 
stop his sister-in-law, Miss Burger, from 
going around with the doctor. Mrs. 
Mohr did write a threatening card, but 
she was merely trying to frighten Miss 
Burger.“ 

Admitting that it was true that Mrs. 
Mohr had dealt with some servants, the 
lawyer said this was only for the pur- 
pose of obtaining information with 
which to prepare for the divorce hear- 
ing if it were ever held. 

Police Captain on Stand, 

Capt. George H. Monahan of the Prov- 
idence police testified he arrested Brown 
and that Chief O'Neal told the prisoner 
he did not have to talk, but that if ho 
talked to tell the truth. Brown told 
Chief O’Neal, the witness said, that he 
had been to Riverside visiting a family 
named Doherty about 9 o’clock on the 
night of the murder. Doherty had tes- 
tifled that Brown called at his house 
about 9:55 that night. 

Capt. Monahan corroborated the testl- 
mony of preceding witnesses relative to 
the alleged confession of the negroes. 
Brown and Spellman repeated their 
story, he said, when Mrs. Mohr was 
brought in. 

“I told them there were newspaper 
men present and that they could talk 
to them if they desired,” Monahan con- 
tinued. The reporters wanted to know 
the motive Mrs. Mohr had for wishing 
her husband killed and Brown replied 
that she wanted to get control of the 
doctor’s property. ‘Brown declared that 
Mrs. Mohr had been after them for 
three months to do the job.” 


Court Petition as Evidence. 
Testimon} was presented yesterday 


showing that on the day Dr. Mohr died 
his widow petitioned the Municipal 
Court to have herself appointed cus- 
todian of his property. She filed at the 
same time a petition to be named ad- 
ministratrix. 

The prosecution. submitted this evi- 
dence in support of its theory that Mre. 
Mohr's motive for the alleged instiga- 
tion of the murder partly was her desire 
to gain control of her husband’s prop- 
erty. To offset any impression this tes- 
timony might make the defense, „. 
cross-examination of Milford D. Rogers,

Retired Capitalist Had Been Ill 
With Grip, but Showed Im- 
provement. 


Henry Ames, 66 years old, & retired 
capitalist, died suddenly in a bathtub in 
his suite at the Windermere Hotel, Del- 
mar boulevard and Clara/avenue, this 
morning. A physician thought deatr. 
was caused by heart disease. 

Ames had been ill with grip for three 
days but today he felt so much better 
that he told his wife he intended to re- 
sume his morning bath. When @ porter 
called with the newspapers at 8 o'clock, 
Mrs. Ames went to the bathroom to see 
if there was anything else her husband 
wanted. 

She found him with his arms clasp- 
ing the sides of the tub, as if he were 
about to climb out. The hotel physt- 
cian used oxygen in an effort to restore 
signs of life. 

Ames was a grandson of Nathan 
Ames, who came to St. Louis in 1841 and 
estabiished a pork packing business that 
made a fortune for the family during 
the Civil War. Nathan Ames had two 
sons, Henry and Edgar, and the present 
members of the Ames family in St. Louis 
are their descendants. Ames was a first 
cousin of Henry Semple Ames, vice 
president of the Mississippi Valley Trust 
Co., who died of pneumonia Jan, 17 last, 
at his home, 3824 Lindell boulevard.

OWEN'S CASE HELD

guest. The correspondent, describing the 
Kaiser's appearance on his arrival at 
Nish, says: 

“The fact is that he is a tired and 
broken man. His hair is white, though 
his mustache is still suspiciously dark. 
There was an absence of his old activ- 
ity of gesture, quick, nervous wheeling 
about and unstable manner. 

“The Kaiser was obviously out. to 
make himself agreeable. He examined 
the medals of the Bulgarian soldiers 
with apparent interest, chatted wita 
royal affability and smiled right and 
left. Nevertheless he is greatly aged. 

He held a handkerchelf which he was 
perpetually using, and later at the head- 
quarters seemed to require it to assuage 
his continual coughing. The handker- 
chief was a huge Turkish affair of red, 
embroidered with the Turkish star and 
crescent in the corner. 

From the fact that the Kaiser ate 
and drank practically nothing at the 
banquet, I believe the story that he al- 
ways eats before proceeding to these 
state functions, He spent more of his 
time coughing than eating at Nish.

BLOCKADE OPENS 


Critics of Government Differ as 
to the Means to Be Taken to 
Cut Off Germany, 


DEFENDED 


Official Statement Denies United 
States Exports Reach Foes 
Through Neutrals. 


LONDON, Jan. 26.—Experts and self- 


styled experts on the economics of war 
and the law of maritime war on com- 
merce mobilized in the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon to debate measures 
for a blockade against Germany. 


Critics of the Government's policy and 
defenders of it were insistent on the 
necessity of enforcing à blockade as 
effective as possible, but they dis- 
agreed on the best method of enforcing 
this. f 

The debate hinged on this motion: 
“This House, having noted the volume 
of imports into neutral countries bor- 
dering on enemy territory of goods es- 
sential to the enemy for the prosecution 
ef the war, urges the Government to 
enforce as effective 2a blockade as pos- 
sible, without interfering with the nor- 
mal requirements of those neutral coun- 
tries for internal consumption.” 

Papers Commend Government. 

The Government's reply to the allega- 
tions of the Daily Mail and the Morning 
Post concerning looseness in the block- 
ade is the subject of editorial comment 
in the morning papers. While the Daily 
Mail and the Morning Post stick to their 
ground and declare that the Govern- 
ment’s staternent deals mostly with side 
issues, other newspapers assert that the 
Government’s reply is absolutely con- 
Vincing and unanswerable. 

The Daily News says: There hag 
rarely appeared a more crushing ex- 
posure than that issued by the Govern- 
ment in reply to the latest Northcliffe 
scandal. The firebrands uf the press 
nave demanded that we brush neutrals 
out of our path with a sitrong hand, but 
what would be the position of the en- 
tente allies if the vast resources of the 
United States ceased to be at their com- 
mand? F 

“The Government's statement shows 
the present scheme of eeonomic pressure 
ig working on Germany with ruthless 
certainty.“ 

The Post, in its editorial column, de- 
fends its Washington correspondent war 
trade figures, concluding with a repeti- 
tion of ite demand that the Admiralty, 
it stead of the Foreign Office, be al- 
lowed to formulate the blockade require- 
ments, in order to allay public uneasi- 
ness. 

Synopsis of Government Statement. 

The Government yesterday 
four-column statement challenging and 
refuting statistics recently published in 
the Mail and the Post. 

The statement is confined to minute 
and detailed figures covering all the 
ground dealt with by the Mail and the 
Post for the purpose of showing numer- 
ous cases in which errors have crept 
into the figures, or certain circum- 
stances have been ignored, all of which 
tend toward the great inflation of the 
figures as given by these journals, 

Referring to the Morning Post's fig - 
ures, the statement says there are two 
genera! criticisms to be made of them. 
The first criticism is that the statistics 
themselves are incorrect, differing from 
the American trade returns from which 
they purport to be taken, The term 
“neutrals” has been substituted for the 
American term “other Europe.” Thus 
the Fost figures for flour, exported to 
neutrals, says the statement, includes 
exports from the United States to 
France and Italy, among other coun 
tries. 

Secondly the statement pays the Post 
statistics completely ignore the fact that 
in normal times all neutral European 
countries obtain great supplies trom 
Germany and Russia. It is forgotten, 
the statement adds, that Russia annual- 
ly exports 300,000,000 bushels of grain 
which must now come from other avail- 
able sources. Thus, the British imports 
of grain from Russia amounted to 800. 
00 hundredweights in 1915, against 15 
700,00 hundred weights in 1913. Moreover, 
the United States export statistics natu- 
rally take no account of the very large 
quantities of goods placed in the prize 
court in England.

NEW SHIP BILL 


Details of Measure Administra- 
tion Will Support Become 
Known for First Time. 


WILL HURRY ACTION 


Executive to Press Passage of 
Tariff Commission Act and 
Phillipine Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. %.—President 
Wilson summoned to the White House 
today leaders of the Senate and House 
to learn their attitude toward the ship- 
ping bill, a tariff commission and the 
Philippines bill. He indicated to them 
that in addition to the preparedness pro- 
gram and revenue billes, those three 
measures would be the principal ones 
backed by the administration. 

Most of the leaders with whom Presi- 
dent Wilson talked today opposed the 
shipping bill in the last Congress and 
he desired to know their position to- 
ward the new bill. He saw Majority 
Leader Kitchin of the House, Chairman 
Fitzgerald of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee, Chairman Clarke of the Senate 
Commerce Committee, Chairman Sim- 
mons of the Senate Finance Committee 
and Senator Fletcher, who led the fight 
for the ship bill in the Senate at the 
last Congress. 

Details of Shipping Bill. 

As a result of the conferences today 
details of the shipping bill which will 
be supported by the administration be- 
came known for the first time. It does 
not include the feature of the old bill 
providing for continued operation of 
ships by the Government. Instead it 
provides that the Government shall pur- 
chase or build ships and then lease or 
sell them to corporations or private in- 
dividuals, Only in case no one offers 
to lease or buy the ships does the bill 
allow the Government to operate them. 

The Government could buy back the 
ships at a reasonable price for naval 
auxiliaries in time of war. A bond is- 
sue of $50,000,000 for the purchase or con- 
struction of ships would be provided by 
the bill which also includes a shipping 
board to control shipping rates... 

Senator Clarke led the filibuster which 
finally prevented the passage of the 
measure last year and after his talk 
with the President today it was under- 
stood he objected to some features of 
the new Dill. 

Kitchin said that his principal objec- 
tions had been removed by changes 
from the former bill and he might sup- 
port the new measure. Representative 
Fitzgerald said he would have to read 
the bill carefully before committing 
himself. 

President te Push Bills, 

Senator Simmons, who favors both a 
tariff commission and the new shipping 
bill, said the President was anxious to 
get action on both measures as soon as 
possible. He added that he would dis- 
cuss the President’s proposal for a tariff 
commission with the Finance Commit- 
tee immediately. 855 

It was indicated at the White House 
today that the President will not push 
any suggestions for revenue legislation 
until after the appropriation bills and 
the other measures he is advocating are 
disposed of.

FIRE IN SEATTLE 


Three Leap to Deaths While the 
Others Succumb to Suf- 
focation.

SEATTLE, Wash, Jan. .—Six per- 
sons last their lives here today in a fire 
which destroyed the interior of the five- 
story Talbot-Walker Pullding at Jack- 
son street and First avenue south.

The mail bags taken from the Frisia 
contained rolled gold chains, gold btar- 
rings, bracelets, rings and brooches, and 
drugs, dyes, oleographs and machine 
needles, \ 

The Tubantia's mail bags are said to 
have contained four sacks ot rubber in 
packets marked “Samples, without 
value,“ of a total weight of 73% pounds, 
and addressed to Hamburg, from Brasil: 
and also seven packets of wool from 
Uruguay to Berlin of sample size. 

Examination of the Ryndam’s mail 
bags has not been completed, but they 
are alleged to have contained goods, 
“all of enemy origin,“ addressed in most 
cases to firms with German names, in 
the United States. 

The United States protested to Great 
Britain last month against interference 
with mails between this country and 
Sweden. Large quantities of mail mat- 
ter, particularly parcel post packages, 
have been taken from steamships Which 
were detained at British ports on voy- 
ages to the continent,

Missouri Will Not Pay Any Ex- 
penses Except Those Neces- 
— for Actual Operations. 


By a Statt Correspondent of the Post. 
Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 2.—Gov. 
Major, alarmed by the condition of the 
State’s finances, yesterday afternoon 
sent to all State institutions a letter 
directing that the most careful economy 
be practiced, and that no expense be 
incurred except for the actual neces- 
sary running expenses of the institu- 
tions. He announced that the State 
Auditor would not honor drafts on the 
treasury for $4,973,275 appropriated by 
the last Legislature. 

The Governor's letter resulted from 
an overappropriation of the State’s rev- 
enues of that amount by the 1913 Leg- 
lalature. 

At the beginning of the present year 
the general revenue fund of the State 
from which such appropriations must be 
paid, contained only $179,817.63. Last 
year the State paid out more than it 
received, reducing the balance in the 
treasury to a dangerously low point. 

Receipts Get Heavier. 

This morning the general revenue 
fund contained $610,854.06, the receipts 
during the month having been heavy 
because of taxes received from St. 
Louis. Auditor Gordon estimated that 
by July 1 additional revenue to the 
amount of $1,750,000 will have deen re- 
ceived. 

Of this amount the treasurer will ‘be 
required by law to pay over to the school 
fund, $1,600,000, which will leave less than 
$800,000 for al] other purposes of the State 
government. 

Nearly every educational, penal and 
eleemosynary institution in the State 
will be seriously handicapped by the cut 
in its appropriations, and will have to 
forego improvements which the last 
Legislature considered necessary. 

The intermediate reformatory, which 
was recommended by Gov. Major in his 

message to the Legislature as necessary 
in handling the penal problem of the 
State, will not be built. It was to have 
been in Boonville, where the Reform 
School for Boys is, and was to have 
served as a place of confinements for 
first offenders. An appropriation of $60,- 
000 was made for the reformatory. 


School Will Suffer. 
The Warrensburg Normal Net will 


be a sufferer. Its principal buildings 
were destroyed by fire a year ago. The 
Legislature appropriated $250,000 to par- 
tially replace them. Of this amount $17,- 
972.62 has been paid out and bills_ for 
$67,645.98 are in the Stats Auditor’s office 
and will be paid, the Auditor announces.

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East St. Louis, Stockmen Say 
Ban Permits Packers to 
Make Big Profits. 


Cattle dealers at the National Stock- 
yards in Bast St. Louis today were 
complaining against the partial quar- 
antine of the stockyards there and 
declaring that no quarantine restric- 
tions had been made at Indianapolis, 
although both yards had been receiv- 
ing cattle from Christian County, III., 
where the foot-and-mouth diseases 
were discovered last week, 

The dealers pointed out that they 
had lost heavily by reason of a num- 
ber of quarantines ordered in Hast 
St. Louls within the last year and 
that at the same time the packers 
had profited to the extent of the deal- 
ers’ losses. 

On the other hand it was pointed 
out by the packing interests that 
perhaps the Illinois State Veterin- 
arian, who ordered the quarantine, 
Was more diligent in inspections in 
behalf of the public health. The 
Federal authorities have taken no 
action. 

There were about 400 stocker and 
feeder cattle in the yards Sunday when 
the quarantine was ordered without any 
warning. The price on these imme- 
diately dropped an average of $5 a 
head, so that packers profited about 

Most dealers sold their stockers and 
feeders to the packers for beef, and 
stood their losses, but a few are hold- 
ing them and hoping for an early lift- 
ing of the ban. It costs about $2 a 
head to feed cattle a week. If the 
quarantine last three weeks the specu- 
lators would lose $6 on each animal 
they held. 

The quarantine has been ordered and 
re-ordered several times within the last 
year, and on every occasion the cattle 
dealers lost money and the packers 
were enabld to control the market. The 
price of beef fell 15 to 2% ce per 100 
pounds as soon as the quarantine went 
on. The receipts yesterday were 3800 
head, which is light, but today 4200 cat- 
tle came in. The packers are the only 
ones who can buy, and they make their 
own prices.

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BOOM FOR CLARK 


Committee Begins Work of Ad- 
vocating Speaker as a Pres- 
idential Candidate. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—A presidential 
boom for Champ Clark, started here by 
the “Champ Clark Presidential Cam- 
paign Committee“ of 135 Broadway, set 
politicians speculating yesterday. To a 
document which sets forth Clark’s quali- 
fications for the presidency are signed 
the several names of the officers of the

Friends of Speaker Clark declared

Speaker Clark has made no public ut- 
terance on the subject of the next presi- 
dential campaign since his speech of the 
last session, when he asserted that if 
President Wilson’s administration were 
a success and he desired a renomina- 
tion, no man could wrest it from him. 
In the event of the failure of the ad- 
ministration, he added, the nomination 
would be worthless. 

The Speaker at that time made no 
reference to, and probably did not con- 
sider, the possibility that the adminis- 
tration might prove a success, while 
the President at the same time might 


ji wish to retire, in which event the Dem- 


ocratic nomination would be worth while 
to another Democrat. 

The men whose names appear on the 
Clark boom are Julius N. Binder, chair- 
man; Philip Lewy, vice chairman; M. 
Crames, secretary; Michael H. Tropaur, 
treasurer, and John Hodel Jr., J. David- 
son and Max Kramer. 

Binder is in the real estate business. 
The city directory gives Lewy as a 
clerk, Crames as a lawyer, Tropaur a 
clerk, Hodel as a cashier and so many 
Davidsons and Kramers are listed that 
one could not be identified. None of 
these men could be réached yesterday.

Senator Burton recalled the serious 
business depression before the outbreak 
of the war, followed by derangement 
of exchanges and general demoralization 
of trade afterward. Then came the de- 
mand for food supplies, ordnance and 
munitions that brought an abounding 
prosperity to this country. This pros- 
perity, he said, was somewhat unequal 
in different branches of endeavor, and 
attended by a great deal of speculation 
and uncertainty. Exports not responsive 
to war requirements have ee de- 
cided decrease, he said. 

Undertakes to Look Into 8 

The speech of the former Ohio Sen- 

ator was an effort to look into the fu- 
ture and determine what effect the war 
is going to have upon industrial condi- 
tlons=The question of deepest concern. 
he said, is what is going to happen after 
‘the war. The magnitude and destruc- 
tiveness of the conflict has been so 
great that no one can accurately meas- 
ure the outcome, he ane and the end 
la not in Sight. 

® loss of wealth and productive 
‘power in the first year of the war has 
been “estimated at 348. 000, 000, 000, more 
than a tenth of the aggregate wealth of 
the contending nations,” Senator Burton 
‘said. “Millidns upon millions of men 
have been’ killed or ‘maimed. Under 
such circumstances some consequences 
can be foretold with approximate cer- 
tainty. By reason of economic exhaus- 
‘tion the nations engaged will be 80 
much poorer that th must buy less 
and sell a far larger proportion of 
what they produce. The total inter- 
national trade. of the world will, no 
doubt, be diminished. The burden of in- 
creased taxation will impose a serious 
handicap upon all undertakings. It 
will require a long time to allay the re- 
pulsion between the contending nations, 
and this will seriously disturb trade e- 
lations between them.“ 

There are certain results which must 
be secured by the United States if it 
does not suffer very material business 
Gisaster after the war. 

First, a new effort must be made to 
secure markets in outlying portions of 
the earth, such as Central and South 
America, where now our trade, though 
very considerable, is capable of very 
large expansion. Heretofore our trade 
has been with countries highly devel- 
cped, such as those of Europe, or those 

earby, such as Canada and Cuba. We 

ave neglected that trade, which cannot 
be rapidly acquired. 
Control of Business. 

Second, a general policy in the con- 
trol of business ‘which shail give more 
attention to the punishment of fraud, 
dishonesty. and oppression, and less to 
penalties upon violations of academic 
theories. As an illustration, it is very 
@esirdble that combinations be permit- 
ted among companies and individuals in 

foreign trade. Our foreign com- 
petſtors have not only allowed, but fos- 
tered this provision for the foreign 
trade. 
Third, a greater degree of co-opera- 
tion at home. This involves a better 
understanding between the various ele- 
ments in our industrial life, which 
should be harmonious but which have
